Our host in the U.S.S.R. was to 
be’ the Antifascist Committee of 
Soviet Youth. On the day before 
our arrival at the Soviet border, 
however, it was decided that this 
committee “had fulfilled its tasks”, 
and that its further existence was 
“inexpedient”. In replacement of 
it the Committee of Youth Organ- 
ization of the U.S.S.R. was formed, 
and it was this organization which 
acted as our host. We where provid: 
ed with three guides and interpre- 
ters by the organization in Moscow. 
These three travelled with us 
wherever we went, In addition, we 
were joined by local guides in each 
of the cities we visited. 


We were asked what we want- 
ed to do and see. In virtually all 
cases our requests were filled,
